First business slated for Shantz Crossing

The first tenant of the developing Shantz 
Crossing business park has signed on. 

N-Viro Systems Canada LP and the Town of 
Didsbury have signed a letter of intent setting out 
a plan for a regional organic- waste processing 
facility to be* built on a parcel of land in the 
Shantz Crossing business park, according to a 
press release from the town office. 

Tlte pur|>ose of this facility, said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, will be to process waste from the sewer 
lagoon and turn it into sterile, usable fertilizer, 
which can be sold at a much lower price than 
standard commercial fertilizers. 

The plant will not only process human waste, 
noted Wittal, it will also process the organic waste 
that town residents put into their green bias. 

Many small towns in the province currently 
send their waste to landfills and processing plants 
within the province, said Wittal, footing the bill for 
transportation and disposal. He added that 
Didsbuiy transported its waste to Drumheller the 
last time the lagoon was drained, and Banff cur¬ 
rently sends its waste to Slave lake 

If enough towns sign on to use the new pro¬ 
cessing facility in Didsbury, said Wittal, they will 
save on the related disposal costs, as well as him 
their waste into a asable product, rather than just 
putting it in a landfill. 

“For municipalities in Canada” said Wittal, “I 
think this kind of technology is something that 
will be here long-term... This is definitely the 
kind of long-term business you have to l<x)k for." 


Along with cutting waste-disposal costs, the 
company will also pay the town dividends of the 
profits derived from the sale of the fertilizer that 
will lx> pnxluced in the facility, according to 
Wittal. 

Rob Sampson, president of N-Viro Systems 
Canada LP, answered a few questions regarding 
the facility. 

“The N-Viro process does not have any of the 
odour issues normally associated with compost¬ 
ing or other organic waste treating processes,” 
said Sampson. “All of the air inside our process 
building Is treated before it is released into the 
environment.” 

He noted that N-Viro facilities ase a combina¬ 
tion of meclumical and organic air-treatment tech¬ 
nologies, including an organic media Ixxl which 
naturally removes odours using tree rrxrts swarm¬ 
ing with organisms that 'eat’ the offending txiours. 

“You can stand on top of the bed and not smell 
anything,” he said. “(Mayor Wittal) did that at our 
Niagara facility. We have never had an odour 
complaint from any of our operating facilities.” 

Of course, inside the building, “You certainly 
know where you are,” he said, adding “We pride 
ourselves in a ‘no offending odour’ |x>licy.” 

The company decided to choose Didsbury, he 
said, IxH-ause its final product called N-Rich, is a 
fertilizer, so they prefer to kx-ate production 
facilities close to the market to which thev plan 
lo sell. 

“We also look for locations that are near large 
sources of organic waste supply," said Sampson. 
“Didsbury fit lhat bill, and they wen* keenly inter¬ 
ested in our technology and company. The 


mayor approached us after we presented our 
technology at a conference last year.” 

The final product, he noted, will be nmrketed 
to the kx-al ;igricultur<iJ market, which includes 
farmers, s«xl producers, soil blenders and kx-al 
land reclamation projects. 

Aside from helping the town offset the costs of 
disposing of its waste, the plant will also provide 
employment for five to 10 people, as well as indi¬ 
rectly provide employment for as many as 20 
additional workers. 

Sampson stated that the technology- is not 
composting, which can kill many ‘g<xxl bugs’ in 
the waste. 

“Our process destroys the pathogens in organ¬ 
ic waste and lets the "good bugs" in organic waste 
work in the field, as opposed to a compost pile. 
This helps plant growth." 

He mentioned that N-Viro is currently building 
another new facility in Banff. 

“We want to expand our presence in Alberta 
and help local municipalities, including Calgary, 
do a better job in organic waste management 
using our proven technology. 

“As a society, we need to step up the recovery 
of essential nutrients from our orgiutic waste 
stream,” noted Sampson. “Tlte sources of com¬ 
mercial fertilizers are limited and not renewable. 
To destroy nutrients by sending organic waste to 
the landfill or by incineration is not smart or sus¬ 
tainable. Tlte Town of Didsbury recognizes that. 

“Tlte regional facility we art' building w ill allow 
more municipalities to join Didsbury in recover¬ 
ing essential nutrients from organic waste 
streams." 


Preliminary 
hearing set 
for accused 
murderer

Tlte man charged in the Ixuntt- 
ing murder of Vicky Shachtay will 
have to wait a year for liis prelim¬ 
inary hearing to be held. 

An agent for Brian Malley’s 
lawyer appeared in Red Deer 
provincial court on Sept. 19 to 
confirm the dates for the hearing. 
It will be three weeks long and 
held Sept. 9-27, 2013, in Red Deer. 

A preliminary hearing is an 
optiomil event that has a judge 
determine whether or not there is 
enough evidence to proceed to 
trial. A judge and jury trial was 
selected if the matter proceeds 
past the hearing. 

Malley is facing three charges: 
first -degree murder, causing an 
explosion likely to cause serious 
Ixxlily harm, death or damage to 
property and sending or deliver¬ 
ing to a person an explosive 
device. 

He was released on $10,000 bail 
after tin Edmonton court appear¬ 
ance on June 28. 

Shachtay was a 23-year-old sin¬ 
gle mother who died after open¬ 
ing a package delivered to her 
Innisfail apartment Nov. 25, 2011. 
The package was triggered to 
explode. 

She was confined to a wheel- 
cltair as a result of injuries sus¬ 
tained in a 2004 motor vehicle 
accident. She reportevlly received 
an insurance settlement as a 
result of the accident. 

Schachtay’s family, some of 
whom reside in Didsbury, con¬ 
firmed at a press conference on 
May 28 that Malley liad been ltan- 
dling Shachtay’s finances. Malley 
was an adviser with Assante 
Capital Management. 

The Investment Industry 
Regulatory Organization of 
Canada is investigating Malley’s 
past investment dealings. 

Calgary law firm of Jensen 
Shawa Solomon Duguid Hakwes 
LLP is evaluating a potential class 
action suit against Assante 
Wealth Maiuigement and Brian 
Malley regarding Malley’s invest¬ 
ment and financial management 
decisions made for clients and 
the company’s supervision of 
Malley. That information is 
posted on tlte firm’s website. 
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Bethany Care Society breaks ground in Didsbury

A long-anticipated con¬ 
tinuing care centre in 
Didsbury is now becoming 
a reality. The Bethany t’are 
Society celebrated the proj¬ 
ect opening with a ground¬ 
breaking ceremony at the 
site on Sept. 18, which lies 
just a couple of blocks east 
of Didsbury High School. 

Greer Black, president 
and CEO of the Bethany 
Care Society, said the two- 
storey facility, which will 
cost $18 million in total, Ls 
slated to house 100 resi¬ 
dents. Black noted that the 
BCS has received $10 mil¬ 
lion from the provincial 
government and the 
remaining $8 million will be 
financed. 

Touting 90,000 square 
feet of space and complete 
with gardens and open 
green space, he believes 
this will be a stunning addi¬ 
tion to the community. 

"It’s a really interesting 
design,” said Black, “and 1 
think it’s another step in the 
evolution of care centres in 
the province, with the 
courtyard in the centre, 
which will allow lots of nat¬ 
ural light in.” 

He noted that the main 
floor is designed for resi¬ 
dents who suffer from 
dementia, with the open-air 
courtyard in the centre. 

Ross Roy, a director at 
BKDI Architecture Design, 
said that the project has 
been a collaborative effort 


between Stuart Olson- 
Dominion Construction 
Ltd., the BCS, and his team, 
to ensure that the lodge will 
be more than just a seniors’ 
centre. 

Anna Brassard, facility 
planner for the BCS, said 
“We could have done just a 
box with a double corridor, 
like an apartment, and you 
would have little quality of 
life. It’s cheaper to build, 
but you lose out on quality 
of life.” 

Brassard added that the 
designers sat down and 
asked themselves “What is 
the best of the best to cre¬ 
ate the healthiest environ¬ 
ment for people to thrive?” 

The group of planners 
researched everything: how 
people will move through 
the building, how the space 
is designed, how colour 
and light are used, and how 
people work together. 

"The design is very much 
about well-being,” she 
added. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
that he thinks it is a good 
addition to the community, 
not just from a job-creation 
standpoint, but also 
because the facility will 
replace about 40 beds that 
were taken out of the town 
hospital a few years ago. 

“Plus,” added Wittal, 
"give us some new beds to 
allow us to provide housing 
to seniors who need the 
assisted living in our area, 
so that they don’t have to 
leave the community.” 

He said he believes that 


all of the seniors' housing 
companies are good at 
what they do, “But I think 
with its faith-based associa¬ 
tion, (Bethany) just really 
complements and will work 
well in Didsbury, because 
we do have a very strong 
faith-based community 
here. So I think that’s some¬ 
thing the people are really 
going to look at and be 
happy with.” 

Kevin Papke, who has 
been fundraising for the 
project with his 50-moun¬ 
tain challenge, set the goal 
to climb 50 mountains for 
his 50th year in support of 


the facility. 

Papke noted that various 
companies and groups have 
donated over $2,(MH) each 
to sponsor a peak, where 
he will hold up a flag saying 
basically whatever the 
donors want and take a 
photo. 

Chestennere has already 
sponsored a peak for the 
project, he said, and he Ls 
challenging Didsbury to do 
the same, as it has not been 
done yet. 

He added that informa¬ 
tion on hLs venture can be 
found at (www.summits- 
forseniors.ca). 


Jim Braden, a senior proj¬ 
ect manager for Stuart 
Olson-Dominion 
Construction Ltd. who will 
be working on the project, 
said that they are expecting 
completion in the early 
summer of 2014. 

He noted that there has 
been between five and six 
months of planning, and 
the estimated time of com¬ 
pletion is pretty solid. 

“We’ve had a good long, 
hard look at it,” said 
Braden, “asked for commit¬ 
ment from our sub-trades, 
and we’ve worked with our 
consultants, a great group. 


All those guys have worked 
really well. 

“When you do a bit of 
upfront planning, then you 
can avoid (working until) 
2015.” 

He added that another 
bonus Ls that the construc¬ 
tion Ls going onto what the 
industry calls a “green 
field,” meaning that there Ls 
nothing to build around, 
and they are not having to 
renovate something that 
already exists. 

“We’re not having to tie in 
with anything else,” he 
said. “It’s brand new 
construction.”

The annual Didsbury Terry Fox Run may not have had as 
many participants as organizers had hoped, but the event 
still raised clixse to $3,(XX) for a good cause, according to a 
volunteer firefighter who helped organize the run. 

“We raised just over $2,(XX) through pledges and that’s not 
including the (school-sponsored runs), so they’ll have their 
own contributions," said Craig Martin. 

This was the first year the fire department took on organ¬ 
izing the run, which took place on Sunday, Sept. 16. 

Terry Fox Foundation officials were worried earlier this 
year that the annual Didsbury event would lx* cancelled for 
lack of someone to organize it. 

Martin noted the run went well, and he estimated that 
about 30 people participated. The fire department is aiming 
for a bigger turnout next year, and is also going to change 
things up a bit, he said. 

“We’re going to try a different route and we’re going to try 
and challenge local businesses to challenge each other,” he 
said. “We might have a costume theme with prizes to try to 
get more people out and make it more family-oriented. 

“But all in all. for the first year, we were pretty pleased. 
Being that it was our first time, it was quite a bit of work. 
There’s definitely a lot of work behind the scenes, but we'll 
be better prepared for next year." 


He said one of the reasons for the low turnout could have 
been the change of time from the traditional 1 p.m. to 11 
am. The official website didn’t have the correct time either, 
so he thinks that may have contributed as well. 

“So we had two runs,” he said, “one that startl'd at 11 am. 
and some people showed up at 1 p.m., so that was OK.”

Dangerous offender 
law should be upheld

The Harper government’s decision to take court 
action aimed at upholding the country’s current 
dangerous offender legislation is a good move for 
victims of crime and for the community at large. 

“This government will not rest when it comes to 
strengthening our justice system and standing up 
for the rights of victims,” Justice Minister Hoi) 
Nicholson told the House of Commons. 

“Our government will vigorously defend the 
constitutionality of all our legislation to the high¬ 
est courts in this country, if necessary.” 

Nicholson’s comments come following an 
Ontario Superior Court ruling last week that 
struck down the section of the Criminal Code 
requiring violent offenders with three or more 
convictions to convince the courts that they 
shouldn’t be declared dangerous offenders. 

The presiding judge in the Ontario ruling said 
the law violates the Charter of Rights because the 
burden of proof is too onerous. 

Once declared a dangerous offender, a criminal 
can be handed an indefinite prison sentence, 
which can, in some cases, mean life in prison. 

Until four years ago, the Crown had to meet sev¬ 
eral requirements before someone could be 
deemed a dangerous offender. 

Then, in 2008, the Harper Conservatives enacted 
legislation that changed that, shifting the burden 
of proof to the offender (called a reverse onus), 
who now had to convince the court that he or she 
shouldn’t be labelled dangerous. 

Now that law has been struck down and the 
Harper government has announced plans to 
appeal the ruling. 

NDP justice critic Framboise Boivin says the 
Tories will be creating a “legislative versus the 
judiciary” situation by appealing the Ontario rul¬ 
ing. 

“We’re opening a big can of worms that might 
really be dangerous,” said Boivin. 

Despite the NDP opposition concerns, the 
Conservatives are right in trying to uphold the 
law. 

Requiring repeat violent offenders to prove that 
they are not dangerous and should not be locked 
up for life is a good way to protect the communi¬ 
ty from such offenders. 

Such offenders show no respect for law and 
order in Canada, so isn’t it only right that they 
should have to prove that they won’t just contin¬ 
ue with their law-breaking ways, putting even 
more innocent citizens at risk? 

“We have acted to protect Canadian communi¬ 
ties from repeat violent criminals,” said Minister 
Nicholson. “In fact, provincial attorneys general 
supported this legislation, law-abiding Canadians 
have supported it, even the chronically soft-on- 
crime opposition parties voted for it.” 

Hopefully the Harper government court action 
aimed at maintaining the reverse onus require¬ 
ment for dangerous offenders will be successful - 
at very least for the sake of crime victims and 
their families in West Central Alberta and else¬ 
where in Canada.

Roret, Kenya is a village of aroiuul 3,000 
IKHjple near Naknru, Kenya’s thirlargost city. 

It is situated in the Rift Valley in the south¬ 
west area of the country. 

Chinook Winds Christian Centre in 
Didsbury has been involved with this com¬ 
munity since 1998. We initially paired with 


the community to help them create and build 
their church, which serves Roret ;uid its sur¬ 
rounding areas 

Through developing relationships with the 
local people, we have Ikmui able to identify 
significant issues and areas of need. We have 
started the Roret Development Fund to 
develop initiatives in the village in order to 
make a significant difference in the lives of 



the people there. 

The initiatives we 
are developing in this 
community are in the 
following three broad 
areas: education, 

health and economic 
development. I will be 
describing the plans 
of each of these areas 
in more detail in Cathy Jackson 
upcoming colunuis. 1 - 

In addition to working with this village, we 
also plan to do outreach into the University 
of Nakuni near the village. We ho|>e to devel¬ 
op a relationship with the leaders of the i*du- 
cational and technical programs, and to hire 
the I>est and brightest graduates to work on 
our prognuns in the village, as well as employ 
local people wherever we can.

Rise in domestic violence files 
attributed to more public awareness

A rise in tin* number of 
domestic violence cases 
reported to Didsbury 
RCMP this year may be 
attributed to increased 
awareness of the issue. 

Since January, police 
have flagged 133 incidents 
as possible domestic vio¬ 
lence situations and to 
date 48 of those have been 
determined to be domestic 
violence files, with 31 
charges laid. 

In 2011, there were 41 
domestic violence files in 
total. 

“With those types of 
numbers, it means that our 
officers deal with almost 
one domestic call a day," 
says Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of 
the Didsbury RCMP. 

But he cautions people 
not to interpret the data as 
more domestic violence 
occurring in the area. 

“The numbers could be 
higher due to the higher 
public knowledge about 
the problem,” he says. 
“People are becoming 
more aware that it is 
occurring in our area and 
they need to know they are 
not alone and that there 
are options for them." 

“Man and wife, common- 
law relationship or 
between a husband and 
husband, wife and wife- 
any relationship can fall 
within the definition of 
domestic violence,” says 
Jacobson. 

The decision to lay 
charges is not up to the 
victim. Instead it is up to 
the attending officers in 
domestic situations. 

Jacobson says that every 
element of a violence or 
threat is investigated and 
urges anyone on the 


receiving raid to report the 
incident. “Domestic vio¬ 
lence is a top policing pri¬ 
ority in this area.” 

When officers attend a 
call they will separate par¬ 
ties and begin gathering 
information to put togeth¬ 
er a backgrounder for 
court proceedings and 
they will begin a risk 
assessment of both par¬ 
ties. 

Sgt. Jacobson says it can 
take up to 10 hours to do 
an initial backgrounder 
prior to the court portion 
of the file. 

As the investigation con¬ 
tinues, the victim will be 
put in contact with the 
Alberta Police Based 
Victim Services 

Association (APBVSA), a 
non-profit organization 
which represents all 
police-based victim serv¬ 
ice programs throughout 
the province. 

All the advocates 
involved with victim serv¬ 
ices are highly trained vol¬ 
unteers who provide a 24/7 
response and access to 
various services from the 
time of response by police 
to the final disposition of 
the case by the courts. 

The volunteers will pro¬ 
vide referrals to various 
programs and services 
throughout the province. 
Volunteers also assist in 
transporting a victim to a 
wellness centre or a shel¬ 
ter if needed. Sometimes 
victims are wary of staying 
at a shelter because of the 
stigma attached to them. 

An Alberta Victim 
Services worker says 
women’s shelters can be 
one of the best places for a 
female victim to start 
receiving help. 

“It’s like a one-stop shop. 
There are lawyers, social 
workers and counsellors 


and other resources are all 
under one roof," says 
Rhonda, who asked not to 
have her last name printed 
to protect the integrity of 
the program. “Women’s 
shelters can be very 
empowering for the vic¬ 
tim. A lot of them see their 
support systems dwindle; 
shelters can step up and 
be that support system 
they need.” 

To date, only one 
women’s shelter in Alberta 
accepts males, but Rhonda 
says that doesn’t mean 
males are never victims of 
domestic violence. 

“Males are victims as 
well and as a society we 
are slowly coming around 
to accept that fact,” she 
says. 

Victim services volun¬ 
teers are also there to lis¬ 
ten. “Sometimes victims 
feel more comfortable 
telling someone from vic¬ 
tim services something 
other than the officers,” 
says Rhonda. 

One of the programs that 
victim services may rec¬ 
ommend is the Healthy 
Conflicts Program. The 
progrant helps partici¬ 
pants understand anger, 
improve their communica¬ 
tion skills and create 
healthy relationships. 

“It’s not a therapy 
group,” cautions Colin 
Chreighton, one of the 
facilitators with Healthy 
Conflict. “And it’s not just 
for those mandated to be 
there.” 

The Healthy Conflicts 
program is open to anyone 
involved in a relationship, 
including children. Even 
those not currently in a 
relationship are encour¬ 
aged to attend. 

The program runs for 12 
sessions, and is split into 
two groups. The men meet 


on one night and the 
women on the other to 
prevent re-victimization 
and to ensure environ¬ 
ments where participants 
can benefit. There is also a 
four-week program avail¬ 
able for kids. 

“There can be a stigma 
attached to attending 
these kinds of groups but 
they’re beneficial to the 
whole community. It does 
no good to educate half 
the problem,” says 
Chreighton. “We have to 
make sure everyone is get¬ 
ting the same tools." 

A person may be aware 
that there is a problem, but 
they need help in taking 
that first step on the road 
to improvement, says 
Rhonda. Many of the vic¬ 
tims have been isolated 
through power and control 
of their abuser and they 
sometimes just need 
someone to see the poten¬ 
tial in them, she said. 

“Victims are in the most 
danger the moment they 
decide to leave,” says 
Rhonda, making the volun¬ 
teers’ job a crucial part of 
the court process. 

Victim services will help 
the victim through the 
court process which can 
be confusing and over¬ 
whelming 

“Court is not like it is 
portrayed on TV,” say 
Rhonda. “Victims have 
rights. Sometimes they 
just don’t know what their 
rights are though.” 

A victim services volun¬ 
teer can work with the 
same person for up to two 
years depending on the 
court process. 

“This is not an easy 
process and we sometimes 
see repeat victims,” says 
Rhonda. “But that’s OK; 
we’re going to help some¬ 
one every single time."

Local hockey

Team Alberta U-18 has gone through the final cuts and 
Caitlin Fyten, from Didsbury, has been chosen as a 
defence player for the provincial team, according to a 
press release from Hockey Alberta. 

The selection process started with an intense spring 
selection camp in May, stated the release, wherein a total 
of 88 athletes met to compete for one of the 46 spots at 
Summer Camp.

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MDP amendments ready to roll following open-house workshop

The Municipal Develop¬ 
ment Plan will soon be 
amended, according to a 
Committee of the Whole 
presentation put together by 
Dani Woodman, develop¬ 
ment officer for the town. 

“We’ve annexed lands 
since the last time the MDP 
was amended," she said, 
“and they need to be includ¬ 
ed in that, so it’s a minor 
revision." 

There was an open house 
last Wednesday night at the 
Multi plex and Karen Henry, 
town manager of planning 
and infrastructure said the 
turnout was small. She 


added that the people that 
did come were very eager to 
participate and voice their 
opinions. 

“They were quite support¬ 
ive about trying to do initia¬ 
tives related to tin* afford¬ 
able housing study," said 
Henry. 

But the biggest change 
under consideration, she 
said, is to incorporate the 
annexed lands. Woodman 
said some of the lands are 
proposed for industrial use 
and others for residential. 

However, she added, they 
won’t Ik' specifically zoned 
within those categories. 

There Ls also some minor 
proposed editions to the 
MDP to make the existing 


language more clear. 

“There has been talk 
general inquiries prior to my 
working for the town 
a possible golf course being 
developed," said Woodman. 
“We’ve never had any 
discussion on it, but suppos¬ 
edly they had questioned 
about putting it in where the 
Rosebud River currently is. 
But golf courses on 
ways are difficult to 
approval because of the 
environmental concerns.” 

She noted that any poten¬ 
tial changes to the MDP in 
relation to a golf course land 
use is simply so that poten¬ 
tial developers are going 
into it with their eyes wide 
open.
